The house was built in 
1667 for Governor Bradstreet and 
his wife,-Ann and their eight chil- 
dren and replaced an earlier home 
destroyed by fire in 1666. 

After the death of his wife, Gov- 
ernor Bradstreet moved to Salem 
and his gon, Colonel Dudley Brad- 
street, occupied the house until 
his death. For many years the 
house served as the parsonage for 
the ministers of the North Parish 
Church, the church then being lo- 
cated near the old burying grounds 
on Academy road. 

In 1834, the house became the 
property of Otis Bailey and is now 
counted by a member that fam- 
ily.
